— Tho European powers 
do not se«m to be making much progress in 
their professed object of suppressing the 
slave trade, which is made a pretext for 
seizure and apportioning Africa. The Ked 
sea trade in kidnapping children continues 
to nourish witliout any attempt being made 
for its suppression. Several thousand of 
thsso children are kidnapped every year 
and disposed of at various places along the 
Red sea, where they are subjected to horri- 
ble treatmenl. 

" The fact that there is no fertile territory 
to be seized, under the pretext of stopping 
this cruel trade in innocent and helpless 
luiiiumity, probably accounts for tliecircuin- 
st nice tliat England does not spare any of 
lier immense lleet for that object, although 
the Britisli station at Aden is very near the 
truck of the slavers. So far as the sup- 
pressing of slavery on the east coast and 
along the Congo is concerned, tho system is 
rather encouraged by the compensation paid 
to slave owners for the labor of their human 
chattels, and trustworthy accounts from 
.Africa iire to the efieot that the anxiety of 
tlie varions European invaders of the dark 
continent to realize on their investments is 
greater than before. 

Wont appidling accounts arc received of 
the sufferings of the people in up)ier Kgypt 
ami along tlie scene of tlie expedition for 
the relief of ( iorilon. It is said that the 
inhabitants, driven to desperation by star- 
vation, feed on eai-h other, while all kinds 
of animals, however loathsome, are cagerlv 
used for food.

Tho crriUic littlo ateiimor North Star, 
which is gonoruUy to bo found at any 
time between sunriao nnd sunsot, tied up 
at the shp ubuve tlie rikilvray bridgu, 
shifted yesterduy tnorniug to the Cus- 
tom house wharf, where she now remaias. 
Her change of quarters was not volun- 
tary, but resulted frum her seizure by 
Inspector Young, under charges of viohit- 
ing sections 27, 28, 2!), nnd li)3 of tho 
Customs Act of Ciiurtda whicli section 
rend us follows: 

Section 27.— "Tho master bIiuU at »lie time 
of making his report, if renuircd by tlio nn o(U- 
cor of cusloms, produco to him tlio bills of lad-

Thy little ste.imer, which wa.s formerly 
a sailing sloop, cnvned and used by a hard 
working bslioriiiiui, registers only four 
tons, and was provided with horateaining 
gear only about six months ugo. Since 
then it is alleged she hus been almost 
constantly engaged in conveying China- 
men from British Columbia into Wash- 
ington, nt a highly remunenitivo tariff 
of faros. Her carrying capacity is stated 
at about thirty, and her speed about 
seven miles an hour. The prograinnio 
has been, it is alleged, to run out of Vic- 
toria at uii;ht, land her contraband cargo 
at some quiet place previously picked 
out on the American shore, nnd at once 
shoot back into her own, and for her, 
less dangerous waters. Tho Chinese 
smuggled out are, according to tho Port 
Towiiseiid Letdor, liiapused of to Mon- 
golian contracuirs, who pay 820 or §25 
apiece for them. The btiyoi.s have agents 
at hand wherever a landing is made, who 
secrete the human freight for a day or 
two and t!i-! i aiiip thoiii to ^-e,■lttlo, Port- 
land or Calilorniaii jjuinis. 

>()t content witli ilcfnuditig the 
American roveinia, for v.-hich slic would 
bo in 110 way amunaljlo t . t.' mailiau law, 
tho North Star is now ticeuscd of work- 
ing a "double trick," btinging back 
American uuuds and landing them at 
points along the coast nt-ar Victoria. It 
is also alleged that she hits neglected to 
clear at tho custom house before leaving 
on some of lier nocturnal trips. 

On Sunday iiioriiing a run was made 
into Oak Bay, and, before tho landing, 
trouble arose on btjard. Uuo of tlic nicn 
says that it arose over Joe, the landing 
guide, quarrelling with CalTce, tho cap- 
tain, over tho danger they were running. 
Caffeo .said there was nothing to fear on 
Canadian ground, .iinl woultl nm in, con- 
trary to .Joe's wishes. On riMchiii'^ 
shore a fight eii.iuod, tonniti.itcil by tho 
Chinaman tiring on the caplaiii with a 
revolver. T'lie cajitain took to his heels, 
and this internal dissention hastened the 
troublu with tlio Customs. 



SHOPLIFTING BY WOMEN. 

Why They Do II, llsw They Do It, How Tliey 
Are Caught. 

Ill tho latter part of March the telegra- 
phic dis[ialclies li(iro tlio following news : 
"Americ.ms in Jvomo are wiUl over an 
outrageous incident," and then folhjweel 
tho details of how tlie wife of a wualthj- 
Galifornian, accompanied by her daughter 
and two friends, went into a store to e.'c- 
amine some coral and shell ornaments, 
were accused by tho proprietor of stealing 
some ''iarticles, arrested an.l niarcheU 
through tho streets to prison, from which 
they were extricated by the Aiiioricati 
Ctnisnl. How uujilcisaiitsuch an experi- 
ence must have been iieuds no atrctcli of 
the imagination to ap])rcciata. 

The writer was discussing this episode 
with a lady whose life has been spent in 
an endeavor to help her own so.x to realize 
tho distinctions between right and wrong, 
whoso labors have liecn blessed with some 
success, for sliu has directed her work 
through tho clianiiela of leading benevo- 
lent and charitable institutions. This is 
what she said; 

"In this case tho parties were unjustly 
accused, but the fact is that the public do 
not hear of (me-half, nor of one-tenth, of 
all tho attempts at shoplifting which is 
carried on, and, to tlie .shaiiio of my .sex 
•bo it said, by some women. 

"I ciiniiot say why it is that women 
are so strongly tempted to bo kloptoninni- 
acs. It would furnish a li lo stiidy for a 
moralist and a psyohblogisb to discovor 
just why women who have no need to 
steal are bo prone to appropriate what is 
mb tbeir own. And at tlie same time it 



might be worth while to consider the sub- 
ject of sinugglin^j?.whiph'^'iM^:we,aYliknovv, 
is carried on most recklessly by women; 
the two arc much akin andshow a certain 
lack of moral sense. 1 do not pretend to 
be a moral ca.suist,biit it does seem to me 
that tho devices that many women, eve i 
rich women, have to resort to in ord> r to 
got any money from their husbands, and 
the little deceptions which so many of 
them practice rather than have their hus- 
bands know the o.vtont of their wasteful 
purchases may bo in a moasuro acctiunt- 
ablo for tho dulling of tho moral senso 
which can inako smuggling or shoplifting 
possible. 

"Tho morchaiit who consents to alter 
tho items of his bill, so as to suit the hus- 
band's ideas of what is right, and who 
does it at the wife's solicitation, need nut, 
it seems to niu, be surprised when that 
woman in turning to go out of the store 
helps herself to what docs not belong to 
her. 1 can remombor in all the readers 
which it was my good fortune to peruse 
when 1 was a child, that it was held a 
crime to pluck a rose that hung over a 
fence into the road, or to pluck a ripe 
peach when it hung temptingly in reach. 
It scorns to me, however, that tho found- 
ation for tho shoplifting habit lies farther 
btick than that. It begins in tho disre- 
g!»rd that sonic have for o.ich other's 
things. Small children borrow jiencils 
and rubbers and do not return tlicin, 
others get in tho litibit of wearing each 
other's clothes without so much as by 
your leave. 

"As they grow older they help them- 
selves to the fruit or tho candy in the 
stores whore thej- buy. A certain man 
in this city told me that some of bi.s ctis- 
toiiicrs ato iiiorc of ilelicacies tlitiii they 
bought, that they would purchase ;i liead 
lu- two of lettuce or !\ pound of »pin.ich 
and eat more than 2r> cents' worth of 
choice, rare fruit. Whatever may be the 
cause it is certain that many women can- 
not resist tho temptation; there are so 
many articles spread out and the clerk 
surula. would not miss one, so it is taken, 
and they ar.j caught. 



COMMBBCIAL TRAVELERS 

Will Contribate $60In8trad of $10 In Future 
to tho City Revenue. 

F(jr months past the treatment of com- 
inorcial travelers from other jjarts, has 
been a suurjo of constant lui.xicty to the 
municipal authorities of Victoria. A cor- 
poration by-law piovided that each 
traveler should c iitribute his small ))ro- 
portioii to tho civic revenue in return for 
the privilege of soliciting orders amoeg 
tlie business people who had themselves 
to pay their trade licenses. Only §10 was 
the amount coUec ed from each festive 
drtniinier, but at the paying of this stnall 
tribute the spirit of the drummer rebelled. 
Several declined to pay, and informed 
the veteran collector of huaiice, Mr. W. 
K. Bull, that with the Commercial 
Travelers' Association at their back, they 
were prepared to tight tho issue involved 
through all the bewildering mazes of the 
courts. Mr. Bull ;it oiico reported this 
challenge to the council, and they, after 
taking legal advice, decided not to jn'css 
matters with the travelers, as the consti- 
tutional right of tho city t<j impose the 
tax was a matter of various opinion. The 
collector was instructed toccUeet tho tax, 
wherever it could be done without re 
coiirso to tho courts, but not to risk, 
the possibility of defeat iiy a law- 
suit. He followed out his instructions 
to tho letter, but at last was " blocked " 
in his amiable course by Mr. Bryce, a 
commercial gentleman, who not only do- 
tifd him, but left him no other course 
than to take tlio matter into the police 
court. This was done, and basing his 
judgment upon tho by-law, the magis- 
trate ruletl in favor of the cot poratioii and 
comi)ellod the payment of his license by 
the traveler. Mr. Bryce was far from 
satisfied, and having; retained as counsel 
Messrs. Yates & Jay, ho forthwith ap- 
pealed from the police court judgment to 
the Su])reino court. A hearing of tho 
case was given by the chief jus: ice a few 
days ago, iind on .Stiturday lie delivered 
judgment, i|iiaHhing the conviction in the 
jowor court, bi.it sustaining tho ]iriii<.'ip!i.' 
of the impost. 

In awarding judgment his lordship ob- 
served that ill his opinion the legislature 
had the power to impose a licoiiso tax of 
the nature of the one in (|uestion upon 
ivholeaale and retail traders, aiul probab- 
ly has also tlio [luwer to impose ,1. 
discriminating tax, — i. c. , a diii'oieiiL 
tax — upon dilt'eruiit classes of trad- 
ers ; but that the legishituie 
has not granted the city power 
to impose a discriminating tax upon ccr- 
tiiin classes— tho Act merely dolitiiu.; 
certain trailers (coniincrcial travelers) to 
be within the iiieaning of the term whole- 
sale and retail traders. At present the 
city by-law, in piirsuaiii e of the Act, re- 
quires a license feo from wliolesiile and 
retail traders of $00 for every six inoiiths, 
and a fee of $10 every six months from 
commercial travellers. This latter part, 
his Lordslii|i held, w,-is not .authorized by 
the Acl, and, iiiasiiiiicli as tlii; convict ion 
was iniule under this section, it should be 
((uaslu!d. 

'i he result of this decision is tliat the 
hitter part of tho suction will have to bo 
repealed and commercial iravellers taxed 

.^50 every six months instead of §10 as 

formerly, unless the council deem it i>ro- 
per to reduce tho fee of In any 

event travelers will have to pay the same 
tax as is iinposeil upnn local dealers b}' 
virtue of the oxis iiig Muiiicip.al Acts. 
The by-law orrod, as his Lordship ex- 
pressed it, upon the side of excessive 
leiiioncv to the travelers.

What Is Going on In the Land of the Utkado 
and in the Celestial Empire. 

.lAI'A.V. 

Changes have taken phicc in the ad- 
ininistratiun, the result buing that tho 
number of Counts has been decreased in 
favour of commoners. 

Tho rice crop is expected to bo ubout 
ene-oighth short, and in coiisuijuonce nut 
only have values advanced niatorially, 
but some of ihefarmors have stored con- 
8idernblo quiintities, awaiting an emer- 
gency. 

Yaohtiu;; is :m uniusumont liirgely in- 
dulged in, and at present special interest 
appears to have been awakened in view 
of approaching contests. 

The market for new teas lias opened 
about a fortnight earlier than usual, but 
tliH quality is below the wor.st crops leath- 
ered for some year.i. Prices opened 
moderate; but the high state of excliani^e 
has brouj^ht up the laying duwu li.gures to 
those of last year. 

Tho attacks on foreigners in .lapan are 
attributed to students. It is said that 
the Government will do their utmos-, but 
these occurrences show tho very small 
control there is over ^tho turbulent stud- 
ent class, and still in ive the ill-feeling 
prevalent against foreignera. 

Uwins: to the uncertainty respecting e.\- 
chunge there is nothing doing in imports. 
In silk there have been one or two Kinall 
traii.sactions, but there is a very large 
business going on in tea. 

Three of tho political parties in the 
country have dissolved, and a club on a 
neu- basis li.is been organizud by an ainal- 
gaiiiiition of the three, to bo called the 
Koin rlub. which will declare and main- 
tain liberal principles. 

According to the minister of (inaiico, 
the trade (It tli<! oouiitry has aunineiUed 
fifty per cent, during the last three years. 
An increased issue of convertible notes 
has been decided on by the government. 

The traffic receipts of the railways had 
increased during April by ono-tifth over 
thoHC of February. 

It wiiB proposed fo establish a personal 
])roperty bank to advance money on the 
Hcciirity of personal i)ro|)(U-ty so as to af- 
foril means for ilie dcvclopiiieiit .il iiulus- 
trics. For .several rea.suiis, u hicli may 
bo surmounted, the project was not. mot 
with favor by the government. 

No lives were lost by the recent earth- 
quako shocks on the Idzur Islands. 

Ucc-cnt si)"<'ii1atioiis in rice and food 
crops are strongly deprecated, considor- 
ablo blame being attached to the rice ex- 
changes eatabli.shed at various centres. 
In order to interpose so>ne check to reck- 
less speculation, the authorities have in- 
sisted on a revision of tho rules of tlui 
Bice Exchange, and in addition, ordered 
that tliu (|Uotatioim for foreign rice shall 
be oiveii on the notice board.H for general 
information. It is expected tliat the 
measures which have been taken will 
lesson gambling in rice, and by making it 
more abundant by moans of inijiorts from 
abroad, cheapen it to the masses.

The attempt to float a new East Borneo 
Planting Comjiany has been unsuccessful, 
and the old company has resolved to issue 
debentures for .*r)(),OUO at 12 per cent. 

The Korean government is said to be 
trying to obtain a loan of a million odd 
dollars from .Japan, through its new ad- 
viser. General Legendro. 

Rumors of railways projects are ripe 
in the north, and instructions have been 
given to survey a line from Tung-chow 
via Sliaii-hai kwan to Mo-Koa-ying, near 
tlie port of XewchwanLT, which would 
iiiiineiisely strcngllien Oiiiiia's defensive 
power along her Ncu'thern frontier.

The electors of Victoria have every 
reason to vote for the candidates who sup- 
port tho Government.

The 
speeches of the opponents of the admin- 
istration, as niucli as anything else, show 
tli^t the men in power dcser\'e well of the 
people.

Briiwn frankly confesses that " aside 
fro'u the great ipiestion of the just dis- 
tribution of legislative power he would 
scarcely like to be a candidate," .ind why 
is it that none of the Van- 
couver candidates, no matter what 
their political leanings and their 
personal partialities may be, ap- 
peal to the electors as supporters of tho 
present Government. It is simply and 
solely because Mr. Robson and his col- 
leagues are accused in their redistribu- 
tion policy of vnuhily favoring V'ancoiiver 
Island and tho city of Victoria. This, aa 
every one knows, is the cause of the hos- 
tility with which they are regarded in 
those cities. The citizens of Victoria be- 
lieve that the Govornniont has done right 
in maintaining the proportions of repre- 
sentation between tho Island and tho 
Mainland. They know that it has in- 
curred thn bitter opposition of thou- 
sands on the Mainland who were on 
all other ((uosti'-ns favorable to its policy, 
why then should they not support tho 
(iovernnient, which, besides having treat- 
ed tlieui not only fairly bir liberally i.'i 
all other respects, has made sacrilii;es and 
run great risks in order to retain for 
them the inHuenco in the legislature 
ivhich thoy have hitherto enjoyed and ex- 
orcised ? This Lsland, if it does right, 
if it does what its interests plainly dic- 
tate, will send a solid contingent to sup- 
port the Government which, in tho face 
of a very strong Opposition, has done so 
much to do them justice and to pruicrvc 
their rights.

MR. CHAS. WILSON'S MEBTINg! 

He Explains His Views to n Large Audience 
at Tho Victoria— An Orderly Meeting. 

By the time proceedings had got well 
uniier way last evening in The Victoria, 
there was a good audience to hear Mr. Wil- 
son address the electora as an indepondent 
supporter of the government. Mr. Rid- 
feru having been voted into the chair, 

Mr. Wilson rose to address the meeting. 
ITia opening remarks wen^ confined to a 
justilicalioii of bis |)oaiti(in a.i an inde- 
pondent candidate. lie a.sked whether the 
electora had been asked to make up their 
minds on one .single subject with regard to 
their good governniciit during the past four 
years. It waa ainiply a question of who 
were the best men to rcprostnt them in 
parliament, and he (Mr. Wilson) was pre- 
pared to stand by the decision of tho elec- 
tora. Ue did not propo.se any hostility to 
tho views expressed by any of the candi- 
dates, but to come to tho questions with 
which he did propose to deal, he would 
take, first, the lax imposing on this city the 
payment of .■?(),()()!) for the high 
school. He did no' impugn any 
bad niotivea to the gentlemen who 
framed that inea.'inrc, but ho would not have 
voted for t!iat qiiestion hud be been in par- 
liament. The next question with which he 
disagreed, was tho imposition of a royalty 
of five per cent, on tho mining men for the 
railway companies. He spoko on this ques- 
tion from cxperiance as a miner and a lesi- 
dent of a mining community. After a pro- 
miao to be perfectly impartial in supporting 
any act that had for its object the benefit of 
the electors, Mr. Wilson touched on the 
subject of .the establishmant of a university 
for British Columbia, adding that such au 
institution was desirable and that there was 
no better place than Victoria, the capital, for 
such a university. This was a matter, though, 
that required unity of action. A further 
thought that occurred to him, was tho acqni- 
aitioii of the Indian reserve for tho city 
when the Indian land.s lapse to the country. 
Then there waa the construciioii of a rail- 
way with the mainland by nieaiia of a ferry; 
it could be an open queition, of cfiurae, 
whether thai l aihMiy should get [irovineial 
aid. I le was ini.liiud to think that many 
enterprises would not have been taken hold 
of but for the fact that they bad been aided 
Ijy the governineiil. It could lie seen what 
a grea! advaiaage the 10. & .\. railway b.id 
been, and if the one to the mainland were 
constructed, lu'thoughl N'ielcria would be 
nothing more nor l(•.^s than the terniiiiiis of 
the Canadian P.icilie Kaih.ay. He 
cited the United .Stule.s' liberal ' l ailu ay 
policy in pnumHing the ])ioapeiity of it.s 
towns and cities. As to the! necessity for a 
lien law, Mr. Wilson showed that it waa 
necessary at times lo pass laws for the pro- 
tection of a parlieul ir idaas of the coinmun- 
ity, and so far as such law was not unjiiat 
to the other portion he waa not opposed lo 
such a law. lie was absolutely opposed to 
tho encroachment of Chinese in abutting 
out white labor. As regarded himself he 
proved there was a mistake in the assertion 
that because his name was entered on two 
lists he was disqualified from representing 
it constituency. He was disqualified from 
voting, but that was all. The law required 
that to be a candidate he should be enteicd 
on a voting list and should have resided in 
a particular locality for three months. He 
stated that he hud written to Cariboo 
Co have his nunio struck off, but, through 
some oversight, that was not done. Coming 
to the (|ueStion of sinclo tax, Mr. Wilaon | 
aaid it waa oiu; recpiiring careful considera- 
tion. He udiiiiri'd the principles of Henry 
(ieurge, and spoke of llieiii at some length, 
but <licl not commit himsidf to them delinite- 
ly, and concluded with a atateinent of tho 
belief that the I'Slh would see that party 
tickets are not acceptable to the people of 
this city. 

In reply to a question regarding the Ite- 
di.stribiil ion l;ill, Mr. Wilson aaiii that it 
was hardly a coiistilutional question to ask 
just then, but 'added that of all placea on 
Vancouver Island, Victoria had moat reason 
to complain if rcineseiitation by population 
ia to be taken aa a baais. 

Mr. West engaged tho attention of tho 
audience with a diH(|uiaition on the single 
tax qiieatioii. 

Amid loud erica for Davio, Hon. Mr. 
Davio ascended the ])latform and character- 
ised Mr. Wilson's remark.! as an exhibition 
of trimming. He had studiously avoided 
informing tho niceting of any of tho sub- 
jects to which his attention had beeii called. 
Continuing, Hon. Mr. Davie said that there 
bsinga meeting of government candidates to 
Continued on KlgUh Page.

Of necessity the structure will 
bu irregular in shape, it occupying 
the entire triangle formed by Wluirf,

The 
chief characteristic of tho front is its strong 
and substantial appearance, while yet it is 
pretty unil pleasing. Masslvo Without be- 
ing in any way sombre, the Canada West- 
ern will have one of the most attractive 
facades in America, from the windows of 
which a scene can bo viewed that has not 
ita superior aiiywdicro else in the Dominion. 
Large windows, both .sipiarc and round, 
will admit the light to every room in the 
house, while a beivy N'orinan lower, 'JO feet 
square, will rise from tlie centre of the 
buihling to a height of I'J'J feet. At 108 feet 
from the ground will be placed a graceful 
balcony, capable of seating liO or -10 people, 
comfortably and convenieiil ly. 

The walls of the hotel are to be of alone, 
built in random courses, siieceeded by the 
very best of pressed brick, relieved with 
stone i>iers ami colnnins, moulded at tlic 
base and carved at the lo[i. The atone 
work at the main entrance door is lo have 
jiiliiHlers at each end with '/columns worked 
on the aide, with moulded liase and carveil 
and moulded caps. Over the main entrance 
will bs a heavy stone ireli, the keyatone 
elaborately carved. 'J'hc second storey 
brick piera over the grand entrance are to 
have stone caps, carved ; ami the dormer 
windows, g.abica, circular walla, and also 
the terminals of all the circular brick piera 
are to bo finished in terra cotta. All the 
walls uro to be iron bound, and everything 
clae that would tend to increase the strength 
of the big building has been provided for in 
the plans. 

Keached by an easy flight of marbfe steps, 
the grand vestibule, flanked by great gran- 
ite columns, has u width of 40 teet. Uy it 
ia reached the first floor, paved in tile, tln- 
iahcd in oak and in every way equal to the 
Palace, of .San Francisco, or tho Windsor, 
of Montreal. I'asain^ m by the main en- 
trance, the gueat to V'ictoria's palatial ho- 
tel will find himself in an ollice lOx.'i.") feel, 
with u private ollice at the end of about halt 
the size of that intendeil for the public use. 
At the left of the wllice proper are tho eofTee 
room, with a floor aurfaee (((."iOx'-M feel, and 
the grand hall, ,'>0 feet in length by in 
width, from which the hat room ia reached 
ami from which, by a graml marble atair- 
ease or a passenger elevator, the guest may 
urrive at the lloors above. On the l ight of the 
office ia the reading room, with a llooriige 
of '2r> feet s(]uare. .Seven large and hiind- 
sonio storea occupy the tirsi floor of the 
hotel on Government street, with barber 
Hliop atul cigar stand. The bar and biUiuid 
rooms are at tho corner of ( iovernineni and 
Courtney strocta, the latter being ."ili feet 
long by •!() wide and containing foui tables. 
Adjoining the billiy.ril room ia that di^voted 
lo baggage, provided with the neeesaaiy 
freight cdevators, etc. Then come the 
kitchens, with every item of modern e(juip- 
mcnt, and over the kitchens a mezzanine 
lloor, intended for tho apartments of the 
kitchen and dining room stafTs. Uctwcen 
the kitchen aud dining rooms is locatei! the 
I .serving and baker's room, and the dining 
room itself overlooks Wharf siioci. The 
nmin dining hall will be 75 x b*' fret, and 
I in addition to it there will be a jirivate 
iliniug room in the corner of the hotel, of 
irregular form and capable of seating .'iO or 
I IOgueatH. Three hundred i;an be aeconi- 
modated with seats in the main hall. 

In tin; cenlie of ilii> building is a broken, 
open conrl, at thu eiul of which arc; the lav- 
atories, toilets an I bath rooms. Ati air 
abaft. feel in beiglit, and ten teet in 

lii'uneler, rises from the I'ourl, jiroviding 
veiitililion for the entire biiililiiig. 

The heating, venlilating and appointment 
of the new hotel will be moilern and per- 
fei;t. ami every jiroleetion from lire aiui for 
health will be provided. I'ritisli Coliniibia 
pine will be the principal timber used in tho 
structure;, and all other material will bo 
also of the best quality. Jt ia expected 
that the actual building \' ill commence in 
about six weeks, and a ye from now will 
seethe C'aiiada Wcsti . omplolcd — aub- 
slantiat, magnificent, and a gluiioua tribute 
lo the progressive character of Victoria.

Forcing a Trail Mile by Mile Up the 
Wellesley Kiver— A Path Not 
Strewn With Boses. 



Lioiitenant Setou Karr's Party Have 
a Uiiique, Yet Pleasant Experi- 
ence—His Own Story. 



(Written for Thb Ooujnist hf lilout. H. W. 
Setotl-Kfttr.) 

Oainp 5,thirty miles up from the inouHi 
of Chilcafc river., 

May 8th, 18!)0. 
At Pyramid Harbor, Salmon Cannery, 
Chilcat, 1 remained two nights, boiui{ 
hospitably uiitortained by the nianaijur, 
Mr. Laws, who had coino up witli us on 
tho Btuanier. As my uxpoditiou was thun 
in trim and ready to start, I doterniined 
to delay no lunger tliun was absolutely 
lieoe.ssary, especially as the U.S.S. " Pat- 
terson " was oxpected in a week and ac- 
comnujdation would bo souiewlia'. short 
for thoao who had to land hero; but to sot 
out as soon as tn Indian and a canoo 
large enough to contain everything could 
be procured. These wero only to be liad 
in the shape of a lame Indiaa named 
Charlie, a small boy and a canoe rather 
restricted in size than 1 had anticipated, 
■which was to take us tu tho chief Indian 
village up tho river for tho sum of twelve 
dollars. This is how prices run i'l Chil- 
cat. Taking .John Hammond with nie J 
set out along thebeach,giviug insirnctions 
that the canoe v/ns to wait for us at tho 
mouth of tho river. At low tide and 
when there is no snow upon the slopes 
(and there is still about four feet upon 
the level on tho norlh .sides of the moun- 
tains down to sea-level in spots sheltered 
from tho sun's rays, but no snow whatever 
up to,a height of a thousaaid feet upon 
the soilth-facing slopes) this walk of live 
miles from Pyramid Harbor to Chilcat 
river presents no difficulty. If wo had 
known the task we had sot ourselves wo 
should certainly have crowded our ad- 
ditirmal bulks into the already overladen 
canoe, notwithstandint; the breeze that 
was sweeping westward up tho inlet. Wo 
had four severe climbs up around elitl's 
that descended too perpendicularly into 
the sea to allow us to clamber along their 
bases. The moaa and elif& were damp 
and rotten, but generally a f'iendly 
branch of j'oung spruce or alder offered a 
solid hand-hold acro.ss tho roughest and 
mcst abrupt rock faces. Having at las 
surmounted all thesoobstacles weeniori^ed 
on to tho partly snow-covered nuid-tlats 
of the Chilcat river. Small oolacliaus lay 
in scattered heaps along the shore, but of 
trace or sight of canoe or human being on 
tho wide expanse of tho Chilcit delta 
there was none. However, we had shot 
a grouse,and that during the most didicult 
bit of climbing we h;id to accomplish, so 
that there was no risk of starvation. Wo 
were tired with froijuently

nito tho soft and slushy snow amongst tho 
forest trees, while tho photographic cam- 
era (smallest size lv(jdak, weighing about 
three pounds) suffered some severe con- 
cussions without apparent damage. Then 
we got into an exasperating thicket of 
long pliant elastic steraa that interlaced, 
and that, as we tried to pass, reached out 
and wrapped themselves round our legs 
and tied themselves into hard knots ;ind 
throw us down and covered u.s with leaves 
and dirt. 1 was vowiuu' the most retri- 
butive punishment to the dcciipants of the 
canoo unless tiiey gave a .siitisfactory ac- 
count of their failing; to wait to pick us 
up at the mouth of tho river; but it turn- 
ed out tliat the actual position of the 
mouth was hard to define, as the river 
had more than one channel, and that they 
had detenuinuil to take ui> .a poxiti'io well 
up the river for fear of our passinu' tlium. 
.•\t hist with L;la'-se3 1 found a small tent 
upon the njip sito shore of the wide river 
bed. The structure resembled one of 
thosp we had, and we commenced tojinako 
•our^ay towards the thin column of sui' ko 
that showed a camp tire, across trenibhng 
(prclcsands that quakdd and ipiivered. 
After advaiicini; a ir.ile in the reipiirod 
direction 1 clearly disuernod a woman. I 
had no such article in my uutfit. It was 
an Indian camp after all, auu ,vu <veio a.s 
much lost as ever — but no, tho canoe was 
lost, not we. Then far up the river.aci oss 
the gr,avel flats they were seen and were 
oonifort;il)ly in ciunp. An hour later, 
Iriviiig flcah'il down tiif stream to where 
the Indians had camped — as it was the 
best spoc for the [)urpose— a rivulet ran 
down from the mount.ini above and the 
ground was flat in {jlaces and covered 
with a convenient growth of rushes to 
keep ofT the wind and serve for a soft and 
yielding bed. There were numerous s(air 
but palatable cranburrie.-i still hanging 
pi;ndant in sm.all Imnchea fr<jm the bushes 
on which they had ripened in tho early 
winter, and with a kind of scuop net the 
Indian women of the camping party had 
cau|;;ht more than one pailful of

all spines, of which (1 iiie.an tli.- tisii, not 
tilo spines) they gave us aa many as wo 
wanted. Two orange-colored spines were 
firmly fixed crosswise on the front part of 
tiR' liolly. and tliere were thioe .spi-es, 
clev.dilc at willnpon llioliack. Altogether 
it was an awiiwani iish u, maslicale. 
There were als'i a few young saiiinn aljnut 
four inches in lengtli e iplnreil with them. 
The next day tvio of my parly went up 
the mountaitt side behind and shot ttyo 
blue grouse; while I floated <iut to sea in 
the canoe, descending tlio river about 
live nnies, and uadeavciieil iinsiu'cessi oily 
Li) eaioh a siluioii witii spinning Ijait. Wo 
never, however, fairly got out^;f llio tur- 
bid, l»la: :. >,'i water of the estuary bid'oro 
a smart breezo came on, which compelled 
nio to turn, and swept tho canoo rapidly 
up stream against the swift current uniler 
•sail. In the afternoon wo reached camii 
2, partly s.ailing, partly rowing, towing 
and |)olnig. On the evening of May 'Uh, 
\V(! reached Kl(jl;wan and camped a fourth 
of a mile below the vilhego il>;elf ; but 
wore ([uickly surrounded by a crowd <if 
the natives, who were made aware of the 
fact of our arrival by the fact that 1 had 
walked through the village and back to 
lind an eligible oamping-gvound at s<iino 
distance from it. Durnig <mr voy'.!,'" "I> 
stream tho avalanches, wliieh kejjt thun- 
dering down th(! gullies ovory tun minutes 
or so, with a noiso like distant artillery, 
wore Biiporb, each one overlai)pinf; the 
one preceding, and going a little further 
towards the valley below. The sound of 



these continually falling bodies of snow 
resembled unending successions of peals 
of thunder, with n clear sky. We were 
able to supply tho larder with two more 
grouse, both with their heads shot off by 
a nllo bullet within twolvo paces. I as 
cended a thou.sand feet above tho village 
of Klokwan on the side of tho mountain 
above to a bold outstanding roek from tho 
summit, of which 1 made somo photo 
graphs and sketches and took tho bear 
ings of some of the principal peaks around 
which I had previously gone from tho 
Ist and 2nd camps. One peak resembled 
the summit of 

MOUNT FAIKWEATUKU, 

according to my recollection of it as soon 
from the deck of the t^S.S. Phita from 
tho coast; but this is uncertain until tho 
bearings are worked out. High up as tbo 
cliil' was to which 1 had climbed, yot, at, 
the base, I foutid a cave containing tho 
remains of carved ooftins and images, 
much gnawed and .soiled by some species 
of rodont, whosH dung was littered about 
the ground. Skulls and thighbones pro 
dominated, but I f(iund nothing worth 
keeping. 1 put up a snipo lower down 
tho hillside and outside tho cavern mouti 
red edible, but rather tasteless, berries 
were growing. In the afternoon tho re- 
doubtable chief of tho Chileats— Kii 
tagh-Koosh — taok me to bis hmise, a Hno 
building ciimpared to tho others in th 
village, with glass panes, and two cannon 
in front. The interior was tilled with 
water, ivhich his family were bailing out, 
they having just returned from those 
I deposited a iiuantity of stores and lu^ 
gago on the dry platform round the floor 
in the centre, in his charge. Four totems, 
grotes(picly carved and painted, adorned 
tho comers inside his house — hideously 
ugly. Kin-tagh-Koosh himself is a mild- 
mannered, pleasant and somewhat atout- 
ish Indian, "vho shook me frankly by the 
hand andaeemod Hot surprised to see us. I 
had heard numerous unpromising reports 
ab(mt tho Chileats, and they eortainly ask 
exorbitant i)rices f^ r their services, as 1 
found. Very few of them are at home. 
Out of the some four humlrod inhabit- 
ants of the village, half seemed to be 
away in the interior, trading with the 
Stick Indians, and tho remainder, except 
about tifty, nicluding women and chil- 
dren, on the coast or elsewhere. In 
fact, most of the houses wore locked 
and barred. I counted some forty houses, 
and a dozen grave-lioiises of doctors, ex- 
tended for half a mile along the left bank 
of the Chilcat river, just opposite where 
the stream comes in from tho Chilcat lake. 
In this respect 

TIIK HAl'.S AUK WItOMi, 

marking this river too far down b?low 
tho village. I passed through the village, 
and camped beyimd it next day, suffering 
no opposition. Next day a small boy 
and canoe took us some way up stream 
ag.ainst a rapid current, ourselves towing 
and Idling, and wo ascended the valley 
of the river which is used in reaching tho 
Chilcat pass. This river 1 at once named 
tho Wollesh-y in honor at tho same time 
of Lord Wellesley and of Mr. Wells and 
the Leslie party, who are following us. 

Packing our things upon two snow 
sleds, we ascended upon the ice or com- 
pact snow for five and a half miles, ford- 
ing tho river twice, which was at a tem- 
perature of ;!7' — cold enough I To-day 
I have explored it for a fnrtncr distance 
of live miles, as it will ev dently have to 
bo conquered mile by mile; the current 
rapid, and rising in. the afternoon, but 
falling in tho early morning and turbid. 
At times it encroaches so much upon the 
banks that .we are compelled to take to 
tho bush, which is exceedingly dense 
with devils-club and th(irn.s, 

To-morrow 1 return to the village for 
moro supplies and to send this off, while 
my men will attempt to cut a trail for 
about a mile to a point which offers an 
invitinij camping-ground for a base camp 
pending further advance.

A PRACTICAL VIEW. • 

To Tiiv: EniToii : — 1 am informed that 
in the early days of this colony a fre^ 
l)ort existed, and everybody imagined 
that this would build up ii largo commer- 
cial city. Under its sway, Victoria mer- 
chants certainly did >vell, and to-day ono 
hears regret that tho "free port" has 
been abolished. Settlement m the rural 
districts did not take place, which many 
attributed to the -'free port," because, 
under this system, tho merchants of Vic- 
toria obuiiued all iheir supplies ftoiu 
Amoricau territory, tho fevv fanners 
either not bonig able to compete or be- 
cause the city merchants refused to buy 
of them, preferring to got their agricult- 
ural produce in largo quantities from 
foreigners. Moreover, they had oppor- 
tunities occasi iially of driving hard bar- 
gains with stray boats from tho U. S. A., 
which had either lo titke tho price oli'erod 
them or return with their goods. 

By-and-bye, it became necessary to 
tax, and (real estate) laud was to bear the 
burden. As soon as the jieoplo saw tho 
assessment roll, they kicked uji a 
fuss. The towns-people considered it 
too grievous and tho country people ob- 
jected, because they could not sell their 
productions, r.nd tlierefi^re had no money 
to pay the tax, and so deiuanded that a 
t,ix sliouhl be imposeil on imports. Many 
citizens thouglit likewise — they did not 
iko direct taxes— tho " single tax "—and 
this ultimately led to tho imposition of 
customs dues. 

Settlement was supposed to li.ive been 
l)revented by ''free [lort " and the high 
jirieo of hand. Well, free port gone — 
settlement did not increase materially, so 
the cry came, the high price of land, live 
dollars per aero prevented it, so the 
price of land was reduced to one dollar 
per acre, tho only residt being that people 
speculated in land. Now, then, hero is a 
sami le of a " single tax," and, pray ro- 
ineuiber, landlordism did not exist save 
to a veiy limited extent; and alth ugh 
land could be had for a dollar per acre, 
no one wanted it to work on for i)ro- 
ducing purposes, although there was now 
a good and protected market for produce. 
Settlement on public land increased very 
slowly. 

There is plenty of land still unoccupiody 
and if ])eiiple are of a mind to try the 
single tax, let the gDvernnieiit not sell 
another acre, but oll'er it at an annual 
rental -the single tax I Does any ono 
su[)pose any one would settle under such 
conditions, and yet tho " single tax" 
theory makes the govenmient the land- 
lord and to fix tho rent. Well, govern- 
ments are )>retty well known. If any 
one could bo found to ren', he would be 
asked whether he was a government sup- 
Iiorter or not ! In fact it would lead to 
political chicanery and further demora- 
li/,ation. On tho other hand, what amount 
of tax would be received from land, the 
acknowledged price of which is nil, or say 
a dollar per acre ? There would bo neither 
setllement nor revenue. The Socialists 
say a miui's improvements are not to be 
taxed - in this case the v.alue of agricul- 
tural lands for taxable purposes could 
not bo increased. If, however, tho rent 
or tax can be increased, in this case how 
much corruption would occur in the gov- 
ernment? How much the tenants bo de- 
moralized, or to use the ni' dern phrase 
"bribedl" Tho government being the 
landlord, for tho sinylo tax means the 
nationalization of land, tho govcninieut 
would have the power of choosing ten- 
ants, of distraints evictions and olher 
pleasant processes against those who did 
not pay their taxes,or,being in difficulties, 
(hey might bo helped over tha exile, if 
government supporters, but if not — go. 
If all}' settlement did take place, tlio 
lirst tiling the settler would (usually) 
want to do, is to borrow some 
one else's capital in order to clear 
his farm. Hero tjicn, is an incum- 
brance at onee. Will tho govornmout lend 
tlie settler money, and at what rate of in- 
terest ? Capitalists would have no secur- 
ity. It i.s nseleas proceeding any furth.-r 
in this matter, because the whole theory 
is a mere idea ; but there is this much to 
be s.iid, that many Sociali.sts imbliely de- 
clare that the nationalization (,f land must 
bo bad — but that they do not expect this 
t<j be brought about except by force, 
revolution and bloodshed, which they aro 
willing and ready to assist in I These so- 
cialists, flynamiteis, anarehi.st:;, and so 
forth, art! chietly tj be found in old coun- 
tries. We cad safely leave other coun- 
tries to settle their own affairs, but it ap- 
pears that some hellish enthusiasts wish 
to import these dire doctrines into Brit- 
ish Columbia, and it behooves the people 
of this country to bo on their guard and 
to act prudeiitl}'. Vote against those who 
advocate revolution, resulting in anarchy, 
or sonic iiiorniiig ihej' may rise and 
liliil iheinselves iniirdei cd. To be fore- 
warned is to lie forearmed. X.
